This  is  big  problem  that  FOH  and  SHEMD  need  to  fix  immediately.  The  expedited 
medical  clearance  was  specifically  setup  for  quick  turnaround  for  RSC  and  other  EPA 
staff  being  deployed  to  support  an  ER  who  were  not  already  enrolled  in  the  medical 
surveillance  program  ( I got  this  program  started  in  2005).  They  should  accommodate 
your  request  within  48hrs  to  get  this  done,  not  9-10  days!  It's  not  a full  physical,  just  a 
brief  medical  consultation  and  determination  that  someone  is  healthy  enough  to  travel 
to  a site  and  do  basic  field  work  not  requiring  respiratory  protection  (as  I outlined  to 
Jason).  I will  contact  SHEMD  and  FOH  about  this.  Let  me  know  if/when  they  get  this 
resolved  in  your  region.

In  support  of  R6  we  provided  exactly  what  was  requested.  Current  hazwoper 
field  trained  staff  for  anyone  deployed.  Where  medical  was  required  we  provided 
people  that  met  that  requirement  (sampling).  Those  doing  community  outreach 
are  trained  but  may  or  may  not  have  medical.  I heard  from  my  Regional  WERG 
folks  that  rather  than  observing  the  sampling  they  will  actually  be  doing  the 
sampling.  I’m  not  sure  how  true  that  is. 


I provided  a list  of  everyone  we  are  deploying  and  what  qualifications  they  have 
including  respirator  qualification  to  Kendra  and  Jason.  We  have  established 
limited  Logistics  and  Finance  Sections  in  our  Region  to  coordinate  getting  these 
resources  sent  to  make  sure.  Any  non-field  people  would  not  need  medical  in 

my  opinion. 


It  is  interesting  that  I had  a couple  of  people  that  could  have  gone  but  needed  the 
medical  screening  and  when  I contacted  FOH  the  soonest  we  could  get  them 
would  be  in  about  9 or  10  days.  Rather  than  try  and  work  around  this  we  decided 
to  go  to  our  next  people  on  our  list.  This  situation  disturbs  me.  If  we  can  get 

people  screened  for  an  emergency  deployment  in  a reasonable  amount  of  time 
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then  we  should  discontinue  this  as  an  option  since  to  gives  false  expectations.  I 
sent  my  concerns  to  David  Wynn  and  Josh  McDonald.  If  FOH  can’t  provide  this 
service  can  they  send  out  the  medical  screenings  to  a local  occupational  health 
clinic?  If  not,  then  I will  look  at  changing  employees  in  the  OMSP  from  episodic 
to  a regular  scheduled  frequency  and  will  no  longer  use  the  screen  program. 
This  is  unfortunate  since  I thought  it  worked  really  well  for  the  Joplin  Tornado  in 
2011.

When  I 
found  out  on  Monday  that  these  employees  deployed  Saturday,  I vetted  them  and 
determined  they  were  not  cleared  for  deployment.  I informed  the  REOC  via 
email  that  they  need  to  be  returned  to  the  Regional  Office.  Nothing  has  been 
done  to  return  them  to  the  RO.

Here  in  Region  6,  I’m  mandating  that  ail  employees  either  have  medical 
surveillance  (due  to  their  routine  job  functions)  or  they  received  a pre-screening 
exam  by  FOH.  You  are  right,  they  do  not  have  medical  surveillance,  but  if  they 
don’t,  they  at  least  need  to  have  a pre-screening  exam  by  FOH  prior  to 
deployment.  Also,  all  R6  personnel  responding  to  field  activities,  must  have,  at  a 
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minimum,  the  24hr  EPA  H&S  training  available  through  Skillport,  depending  upon 
the  type  of  work  to  be  done.  Most  of  my  employees  are  required  to  have 
HAZWOPER  due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  conducting  activities  under  the  scope  of 
29  CFR  1910.120.
